We ar6 here assured, that to 
good men death is not the close of being, 
but a change of state — a removal from 
a distant and oNjure province of the 
universe, into the city of our God, the 
chief seat of their Father's kingdom. 
And in how amiable a light does our 
Saviour here appear, looking forward 
to a future reunion with those beloved 
friends whom he was now leaving, as to 
a circumstance which should encrease 
both his own felicity and theirs, when 
they meet again in a happier world ! 
Thus, in the most affectionate manner, 
cheering their drooping and dejected 
spirits, and by a similar prospect, pro- 
viding for the comfort of his followers in 
future generations,, when thftN %k^VAAsfc 
> about to leave the

Above aii 9 let us connect the humble 
circumstances of its appointment with 
the glories of Christ's second coming — 
when he shall come to be glorified in his 
saints, and to be admired in all those who 
believe. 

We close, therefore, in the words of 
Dr. Hugh Blair — out of whose writings 
we have already made such ample ex- 
tracts on this divine subject — " In the 
celebration of the Holy- Sacrament, we 
behekl our blessed Saviour despised and 
rejected of men— we saw him treated as 
the vilest, of malefactors— -led to the bill 
of Golgotha with scorn and contempt, 
and there undergoing all that the cruelty 
of his enemies could cohtrive to inflict. 
All this we beheld him patiently and 
cheerfully enduring for our sake, in or- 
der to accomplish our redemption. — 
Now when at his next appearance > we 
behold such a glorious revolution— when 
we behold him rising from the dead, as-*

with all men.*' This is that Sacramental 
Preparation which our Church hath pro- 
vided for our Companion or Guide to the 
Holy Altar. The duty then of a devout 
Communicant consists in the six follow- 
ing particulars : 1. Self- Examination ; 
to examine themselves. 2. Repentance 
toward? God; whether they repent truly 
of their formersins. 3. Holy purposes 
or resolutions of a new life ; stedfastly 
purposing to lead a new life. 4. Faith 
in God's mercy through Christ; to have 
a lively faith, &c. 5. A thankful re- 
membrance of his death. 6. Unfeigned 
love for all mankind ; and to be in Cha- 
rity with all men. 

The first part then of a Communi- 
cant's duty is Self-Examination ; a duty 
Dotenjoined merely by human authority 
but commanded by St. Paul: But let a 
Man examine himself and so let him eat 
of that Bread, and drink of that Cup, 
1 Cor. xi. 28. intimating, that no man 
should presume to eat of w&

That we may attain 
to so great a blessing, the following in- 
structions will assist us. 

First, we are directed to repent truly 
of our former sim. This is that Pre- 
paration which Christ himself requires, 
Mark i. 15. This is a duty which our 
sinful lives will always make necessary 
for our consideration, if ever we expect 
eternal* happiness, Luke xiii. 3. More 
especially, the dignity of this sacrametit 
requires that it should be inquired into 
with more than ordinary care, because, 
without sincere repentance trn^N.

Such an examination will discover to us 
that accursed thing, Sin, Dent. vii. 26. 
which has defiled our nature, and which 
without repentance will exclude us from 
the kingdom of heaven, 1 Cor. vi.<9, 10. 
By such a severe scrutiny we shall soon 
perceive what grievous offenders we are, 
how often we have broken our most seri- 
ous resolutions, those especially made 
after the receiving of the Holy Sacra- 
ment, and in times of sickness and dis- 
tress. Such a sight of misery, should 
excite a hearty sorrow for siu ; espe- 
cially if we consider its final conse- 
quence with respect to the world to 
come. Unto them that are contentious 
and do not obey the truths hut obey un- 
righteousness, will be indignation and 
wrath, tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil, Rom. ii. 
8/9* The wicked shall be turned into hell, 
and alt the people that forget God, Psalm 
ix. 17, These, and many other such 
texts of Scripture, may give us some 
idea of the deplorable condition Qf the 
Wicked in a futute *\»te*%&\ qfc^a&v 
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of sin. Is not this, then, suf-

When we call to mind 
s of our past lives, and the dangers 
inch we are likely to fall, surel) 
nnot but be grieved with ttu 
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and, therefore, we are not to judge of the 
sincerity of our own repentance ; or of 
tlje repentanceofothers,by such tokens. 
Nor are tears always necessary to re- 
pentance, though they very well become 
us ; and the least we can do when we 
have done amiss, is to be sorry for it, to 
condemn our folly, and to be full of in- 
dignation against ourselves. I will de- 
clare my iniquity, saith holy David, and 
be sorry for my sins, Psalm xxxviii. 18. 
Especially, if we have been very wicked, 
if we havemultiplied our transgressions, 
and continued long in an evil course, 
then the measureofoursorrow must bear 
some proportion to the degrees of our 
sins, if they have been as scarlet and 
crimson, lsa. 4. 18. that is, of a deeper 
die than ordinary, then our sorrow must 
be as deep as our guilt. If indeed our 
sins be not so great, we ought, however, 
to show so much contrition, as to pro- 
duce in us a penetential confession of 
them.

Those parts of repentance 
before-mentioned are only preparative : 
that which must complete t\ie work of a 
convert is, to become a new Creature, 
" to turn from our evil ways, and to 
breakoff our sinsby righteousness," Ezek. 
xxxiii. 11. Dan. iv. 27- This certainly 
must be the desire and intention of all 
communicants, hoping for any advantage 
from this solemn rite or covenant ; for 
he that comes with the purpose of con- 
tinuinghisformer sins, comes somewhat 
like Judas, who persisted in his resolu- 
tion to betray his master. That which 
makes a man absolutely unfit to receive 
the Holy Sacrament, is the living in the 
habitual practiceof any known sin, with- 
out ,the least desire of Repentance or 
amendment. Such a man's approach to 
the holy table, no doubt, is to ** eat and 
drink his own ^damnation," since it is a 
mockery of God, and a contempt of his 
authority. We must, therefore, by the 
assistance of God's grace, " resolve to 
lead a new life, following the command- 
ments of God otherwise, our former 
examinations will appear but aU^tamd

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for fresh supplies of grace and goodness, 
** for the strengthening and refreshing of 
our souls in all holiness and virtue," As 
our natural bodies are fed and nourished 
with those elements of bread and wine, 
the same effect is wrought in the soul, in 
the inward man, by these holy mysteries, 
as in the outward man by bread and wine, 
bread being the staff of life, and wine 
the most soveriegn cordial (when taken 
in due proportion) to cheer and rejoicp 
the heart. Thus our souls, by this Sa- 
crament, are strengthened with grace, 
wisdom, courage, and all other spiritual 
gifts, to keep us through faith unto sal- 
vation. But the comfort and benefit of 
it are great ; the comfort of it, because 
it does not only represent to us the ex* 
ceeding love of our Saviour, in giving his 
body to be broken, and his blood to be 
shed for us ; but it likewise seals to us all 
the blessings which are purchased and 
procured for us by his death and passion ; 
namely, the pardon of sin, and power 
against it. The benefit of frequent com- 
munion is also of great advantage, be* 
cause hereby we are confirmed in all 
grace and goodness; our resolution to 
live in obedience and coufonivvX^ ^

Some people have been discomposed 
at their devotions, on the repetition of

" Not considering the Lord's body,-— 
" Kindling God's wrath against us, — 
" Provoking him to plague us with divers 
" diseases and sundry kinds of death." 
These are hard sayings, and some of them 
too hard to be understood. They are alt 
avoided, however, by coming worthily, 
that i8 9 with Faith and Repentance. 
Therefore, let not these terrible expres* 
sions trouble you, or detain you from the 
Holy Communion. Repent and believe, 
(with that faith which worketh to obe- 
dience, and that true repentance which 
leadeth to life eternal) and you are se-

the consequence of eating and drinking 
unworthily, should rather excite our care 
and diligence in this duty, than delude 
us with false reasoning, to such a neglect 
as will certainly increase our guilt; it be- 
ing certain th&t God will never condemn 
toy man for striving to do his duty to 
the best of his ability. Jf there be first a 
witling mind, saith the Apostle, it is ac- 
cepted according to that a man hath, and 
not actording to that he haih uot^ <& VLot.
